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SENATE BEGINS INVESTIGATION OF NEWS PRINT 


Sub-Committee of Senate Starts Hearings in Connection with the Reed Resolution, Passed Recently, Calling 
for an Investigation of the News Print Industry—Senator Reed, Who Is Conducting the Inves- 
tigation, Has Subpoenaed Many Publishers and Paper Men, and It is Probable 
That the Hearings Will Continue for Some Time

Wasuincton, D. C., May 3, 1920—A sub-committee of the 
Senate Committee on Manufacturers began hearings last week 
in connection with the Reed resolution passed a couple of months 
ago, calling for an investigation of the news print industry by 
the committee. The hearings were continued this week and 
will probably last for some time. Senator Reed of Missouri, 
the introducer of the resolution, is chairman of the committee. 

From witnesses appearing before the News Print Investigat- 
ing Committee, Chairman Reed sought opinions as to the prac- 
ticability of cutting down the size of newspapers as a remedy 
for the news print shortage. “I do not want it understood,” 
he said, “that I am committing myself or the committee to any 
such plan.” ; ; 

Against Legislation for Help 

All witnesses appearing before the committee doubted that 
legislation to this end would help the situation. The possibility 
of the government giving any aid “is doubtful, if at all possible, 
at this time,” testified Frank P. Glass, former president of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Association. 

In reply to a question as to whether prices were excessive, 
Mr. Glass said that paper was being sold on which large proats 
were being made. He said the situation became acute six 
months ago. 

George McAneny, general manager of the New York Times, 
asserted that the shortage was directly due to the demand of 
advertisers for space. The supply of paper was larger than 
last year, he said, but the demand had greatly increased. It was 
impossible to deny space to advertisers when business was under- 
going reconstruction. He stated that excess profits taxes were 
not responsible for the increase in advertising. 

Samuel Williams, of the New York World, said he had no 
suggestions to offer and no complaints to make. Mr. Williams 
refused to express an opinion as to whether prohibiting carry- 
ing newspapers above a certain weight through the mails would 
afford relief. The shortage to some extent was due to increased 
advertising, he said, and traffic congestion on the railroads. 

Senator Reed asked that Mr. Williams submit to the com- 
mittee a schedule of the cost of paper manufacture at the World’s 
private mill to be compared with the cost sheets of other paper 
manufacturers. 

Charles Lane, production manager of the New York Evening 
Post, told the committee that if publishers would keep out of 
the spot paper market, it would do more than anything else 
to stabilize the situation. Any attempt at govermental regula- 
tion at this time, he thought, would be impracticable. 

Should Eliminate Pictorial Supplements 

Opposition to the elimination of the pictorial and camic sup- 
plements of Sunday newspapers. was expressed by M. F. Hansen, 
publisher of the Philadelphia Record, and Paul Patterson, pub- 
lisher of the Baltimore Sun. Mr. Hensen stated that the large 
paper manufacturers, such as the International Paper Company 
and the Great Northern Paper Company, were not responsible 
for the present high prices of paper, but that profiteering is prac- 
ticed by small manufacturers and brokers in the spot market, 
in which the small country newspapers are compelled to buy their 
entire supply. He stated that the Canadian Provincial govern- 
ments, through their Orders in Council, and embargo power, 
could ruin the entire American paper industry at any time it 


desired to do so, by prohibiting the export of pulp. At the pres- 
ent time, he said, an embargo was placed on wood bought and 
paid for by American manufacturers in the anxiety of the Can- 
adian government to develop the manufacturing industry across 
the border. ; 

Mr. Patterson opposed legislation restricting the size of adver- 
tisements. 

Senator Walsh stated that the country newspaper was one 
of the great educational assets of the nation, and that the gov- 
ernment would be justified in protecting these papers from im- 
pending ruin, either by limiting the size of the metropolitan news- 
papers or by regulating the entire news print industry. 

Shortage Due to Lack of Understanding 

Mr. Patterson also said that lack of satisfactory understand- 
ing between publishers and print paper manufacturers was re- 
sponsible in part for the present paper shortage. He stated that 
while there would be increased reduction this year, production 
in 1921 would be 300,000 tons over that for 1920. The pres- 
ent shortage, he explained, resulted from increased consumption 
beyond the capacity of the paper mills. Saying that increased 
prices for paper were necessary about three years ago, the wit- 
ness asserted that producers failed to take the publishers into 
their confidence at that time, with the result that an agitation 
was started against increased prices and for public control of 
the paper industry. Also, he said, the manufacturers failed 
to expand their plants, due to lack of understanding between 
them and the publishers. 

In reply to a question from Senator Reed asking if he thought 
the position taken by the newspaper publishers was a mistake, 
Mr. Patterson replied: “Yes. It was a lack of understanding 
between them and also a lack of proper publicity.” As a re- 
sult of this situation, Mr. Patterson said, when the publishers 
came to renew their paper contracts this year insufficient paper 
to meet demands was discovered, so that they entered 1920 with 
a “shortage of paper on every hand.” 

Mr. Patterson expressed the belief that the “universal prac- 
tice of curtailment in the use of paper,” which he said was be- 
ing observed by the newspapers, would result in “a marked 
effect on the market by fall.” Newspapers, he said, are practic- 
ing various methods to meet the paper situation, including the 
limiting of the size of the papers. 

“But nothing effective can be accomplished unless there is a 
definite curtailment in the amount of advertisements,” he said, 
“and the only way that can be done is to increase advertising 
rates—not for the purpose of increasing revenues, but to hold 
down the amount of advertising.” 

Shortage Due to Increased Advertising 

Fleming Newbold, business manager of the Washington Star, 
described to the committee the steps which have been taken to 
reduce the consumption of news print in the District of Co- 
lumbia, Maryland and Virginia. He told the committee that 
the cause of the shortage was due largely to the increase in the 
amount of advertising, which was about 40 per cent. over last 
year, He said that he was opposed to the enactment of a law 
authorizing the government to take over the paper supply and 
allocate it, as he said he believed it would be disastrous to the 
production of paper. He expressed the opinion that some re- 
lief would come and that fhere was bound to be a break in 
the spot market. 
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Senator, Reed. asked. Mr. Newbold if he considered it practical 
to limit the, size of newspapers that go through the mails by 
the charges made for the mail service. 

“I do not,” said Mr. Newbold. 

“Why wouldn’t it be fair to make a rule providing that no 
paper shall go through the mails which weighs more than a cer- 
tain amount?” asked Mr. Reed. 

Mr. Newbold replied that it would not be fair to have a level- 
ing rule of that kind. Mr. Newbold said that the rules adopted 
by the War Industries Board during the war had squeezed 
out of the newspapérs much of the unnecessary material. The 
Sunday newspapers, he said, “are too big.” 

“T hope that this committee will use its influence,” said Mr. 
Newbold, “to call the matter to the attention of the public and 
the newspapers themselves. I do not think it is a matter that 
can well be regulated by law.” 

When Senator Reed asked if there was not a great deal of 
the matter printed in the Sunday newspapers which would be 
left out without any harm being done, Mr. Newbold said there 
could be reductions, but pointed out that the Sunday news- 
paper is the “magazine of the poor.” He said that more paper 
was being used in the District this year than last, but that 
steps had been taken to curtail the consumption here in the 
last few months. He said that The Star had refused to go into 
the spot market for paper, because it did not believe that it 
should aid in running the prices of paper still higher, and be- 
cause the smaller papers, which buy in the spot market, should 
be given an opportunity to get that paper. 

Allege Corner in Paper 

W. E. Carpenter, publisher of the Lincoln (Ill.) Cowurier- 
Herald, said unless relief was provided without delay, many 
smaller daily publications would be compelled to suspend. He 
declared there was plenty of print paper in storage, but it was 
controlled by about 60 publishing firms and small publishers 
were unable to reach it. He said that he had communicated 
with the Department of Justice regarding an alleged corner in 
paper, but got a reply that was of a “discouraging character.” 

Warren W. Bailey, publisher of the Johnstown (Pa.) Demo- 
crat, alleged that a combination existed among the paper manu- 
facturers. Until recently, he said, manufacturers sought con- 
tracts from him, but now conditions were reversed, and he was 
forced to sign contracts at their terms. 

Opposition to a suggestion by Chairman Reed that the gov- 
ernment be given authority to take over the print paper supply 
and allocate it to the neswpapers was unanimous. 

Subpeenas for Paper Brokers 

Subpoenas were issued for the appearance of about a dozen 
print ‘paper brokers before the committee. Practically all op- 
erate in New York, according to Ghairman Reed, who said 
it is the committee’s plan to go to the bottom of the print paper 
situation in an effort to ascertain the costs of production and 
what profits are being made through the sale of papers, espe- 
cially to the smaller. publishers. He said, however, that an ef- 
fort would be made to complete the investigation as soon as 
possible. 

Some Radical Suggestions 

Frank A. Munsey, the well known newspaper and magazine 
publisher, appeared before the committee on Saturday, making 
some radical suggestions as compared with those made by other 
publishers who appeared before the committee last week. 

Mr. Munsey told the committee that he always had been 
and is now very anxious to see the publishers of the country 
cut down the sizes of both their daily and Sunday newspapers. 
In this connection he said that he believed that a daily paper 
should run anywhere from 12 to 24 pages, that 12 pages would 
be an ideal size for the country, and not to exceed 16 pages 
for the city. He said, moreover, that in his estimation the 


Sunday paper should be the’ same size as the daily, containing 
the news of the day and that it should not be printed as a 
“jumbo” edition. 

In connection with cutting down the size of papers, Mr. Mun- 
sey spoke of the daily papers in England and France, and 
gave it as his opinion that the English papers, in point of size 
at least, are superior to our own. He said that the average 
American Sunday paper is the greatest sinner as regards the 
waste of print paper. He said that the Sunday paper uses up 
as much print paper generally as all of the other six daily edi- 


tions combined. 


The committee was told by Mr. Munsey that he had absolutely 
no confidence in the voluntary agreements, which have been, or 
may be made by newspaper publishers, to cut down the size of 
their paper in order to save print paper. He said that such 
agreements are merely a waste of time, and he assured the com- 
mittee that he knew that these agreements would not be kept. 

Mr. Munsey pointed out to the committee that the paper con- 
sumption is increasing and that it is likely to continue to in- 
crease. He said that the newspaper publishers of the country 
are putting in larger presses in order to take care of bigger 
papers. He also gave it as his opinion that the American ad- 
vertisers will never go back to their old habits because they 
are used to seeing their names in print in a big way. He told 
the committee that he believed it was perfectly legitimate for 
the business men of the country to “plough back” their profits in 
advertising instead of paying the excess profits taxes to the govern- 
ment. He said that he did not think that any of the big corpora- 
tions were advertising in a larger way in any vicious manner to 
keep from paying excess profits taxes to the government. 

Conservation and reforestation of the American forests was 
advocated by Mr. Munsey. In speaking of the manufacture of 
print paper he said that he had been given to understand that 
it takes about a ton of coal to manufacture a ton of print paper, 
and he used this as an argument for the cutting down of the 
paper consumption by the publishers of America. 


Excise Tax on Newspapers 


Senator Reed of Missouri, chairman of the committee, sug- 
gested an excise tax on newspapers, and Mr. Munsey agreed 
that this would probably be a very wise tax, and suggested that 
it be levied on the publishers in proportion to the paper which 
they used. 

He told the committee that his present contract price for print 
paper was five cents per pound, but that when he went into the 
spot market he had to pay about 11 cents. He told the com- 
mittee that he believed that the large spread between the con- 
tract and spot market price of print paper was due solely -to 
the laws of supply and demand. 


Blames Large Publishers 


Jason Rogers, the well known publisher of the New York 
Globe, appeared on Monday before the sub-committee. Mr. 
Rogers told the committee that after very careful study of the 
situation he felt free to state that the present news print paper 
shortage is due in very large measure to the unbusinesslike 
methods used in the newspaper business. He said that he real- 
ized, of course, that the war was responsible to some extent, and 
that advertising, which has increased nearly a hundred per cent. 
in the past couple of years, was another cause; still, he insisted 
that the present methods of the publishers were all wrong. 

Mr. Rogers spoke at some length on the great increase in ad- 
vertising which has taken place recently. He accounted for this 
by the fact that during the war a great many business men were 
connected with government activities which advertised in a large 
way. Following their release from government work they re- 
turned to their own business and decided to try out the adver-

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J. P. LEWIS PAPER CO. PLANT 
IS GREATLY DAMAGED BY FIRE 


Loss Is Estimated at From $100,000 to $250,000—Repairs 
Will Be Started at Once and Will Be Rushed to Com- 
pletion as Soon as Possible—Prominent Paper Men of 
Northern New York Present at Hearing on the Under- 
wood Resolution in Washington Last Week—St. 
Lawrence Talc Co. Is Taken Over by Newly Organized 
Corporation Known as the Carbola Chemical Co.

Watertown, N. Y., May 3, 1920.—Damage estimated all the 
way from $100,000 to a quarter of a million dollars was sustained 
by the J. P. Lewis Paper Company at Beaver Falls Sunday when 
a conflagration raged in the big million dollar plant for hours 
before it could be stopped by a concentration of fire*fighters from 
Watertown, Carthage, Lowville and Croghan. It was several 
hours after the fire was discovered before it was under control 
and many hours later before it was entirely extinguished. 

The origin of the fire is unknown, but it was discovered by 
Fred Foch, night watchman, at about 6:30 Sunday morning, 
smouldering in the stored paper in the storehouse nestled among 
the buildings of the plant, and an alarm was sounded. 

Mill employees and towns people rushed to the scene and 
started fighting the fire, while S. O. S. calls were sent out for 
help to Carthage, Watertown, Lowville and Croghan fire de- 
partments which promptly dispatched fire apparatus to the scene 
many miles away. 

While help was being rushed to the scene the fire quickly en- 
veloped the 10 or more carloads of finished paper held back by 
the freight embargos and then spread to other parts of the plant. 
The store house was a complete wreck, the roof and three walls 
caving in. It was constructed of concrete and steel and thought 
to be fireproof. 

Machine room No. 2 is an extension beyond the storeroom, 
and this was somewhat damaged. Banters were on the third floor 
and No. 3 machine in the basement. The fire attacked these 
rooms and much damage was done when walls fell. The boiler 
room and pulp room and machine room No. 1 were not ma- 
terially damaged. 

While one of the machines was believed to be badly damaged 
it was believed that one of the machines can be put back in use 
in a couple of weeks and with repairs another can be used. 
Harry S. Lewis, principal owner, said that repairs would be made 
at once. There was $125,000 insurance on the plant. 


Interest in Underwood Resolution 

The Watertown and Northern New York paper manufacturers 
who attended the hearing at Washington on the Underwood 
resolution which is intended to remedy evils affecting the pulp 
situation in Canada, returned Tuesday night. Those who were 
present from this section at the hearing before the Congressman 
Porter committee of the House of Representatives were: Floyd 
L. Carlisle, president of the St. Regis Paper Company; J. Victor 
Baron, vice-president and general manager of Taggarts Paper 
Company; Delos M. Cosgrove, attorney for Taggarts Paper 
Company; Harry P. Gould of the Gould Paper Company at 
Lyons Falls; Harry Lewis of the J. P. Lewis Paper Company, 
Beaver Falls; Carl H. Hanna, vice-president, and R. B. Maltby, 
secretary and treasurer of the Remington Paper and Power Com- 
pany. While no definite information could be drawn the hearing 
as to what the future may bring forth, the local paper manufac- 
turers express the opinion that prospects are favorable to bene- 
ficial results. , 

None of the local manufacturers spoke before the committee. 


Others representing both publishers and manufacturers pre- 
sented the facts and urged Federal action as a remedy. If the 
proposed plan goes through it is expected that Canada will either 
make concessions or drastic steps will be taken. 

Many of the Northern New York paper manufacturing com- 
panies own large timber stands in Canada. Some of them own 
crown lands timber acreages while others own freehold lands. 
They are all very anxious that the indirect attempt of Canada 
to force local mills across the border may be neutralized by Fed- 
eral action which will either bring a repeal of the Crown lands 
order or bring about reprisals in the way of restrictions on the 
shipments of coal or very needful materials across the border. 


Paper Men in Big Business Deal 

Frank A. Empsall, secretary and treasurer of the St. Regis 
Paper Company and Frank B. Clark, secretary of the Malone 
Paper Company, both very prominent business men of Northern 
New York, are the main factors in one of the largest business 
deals that has taken place in Watertown in many years. 

For many years Mr. Empsall has been the main owner and 
business head of the F. A. Empsall Company which operates a 
large department store in this city. A deal was announced Sat- 
urday whereby he has disposed of practically all his interests in 
the company to F. B. Clark, who in addition to his extensive pa- 
per mill holdings, is head of the Clark-Flynn Candy Company of 
this city. 

The actual possession is not given until May 15, when Mr. 
Empsall will return from the department store business here 
and Mr. Clark will take his place, becoming head of the concern. 
Mr. Empsall has many and varied interests in this community 
and is recognized as one of Watertown’s most progressive and 
generous citizens. 


Mr. Empsall will remain here and devote much of his time to . 


his paper mill interests. 


St. Lawrence Talc Co. Transferred 

The St. Lawrence Talc Company of Natural Bridge has just 
been taken over by a newly organized corporation known as the 
Carbola Chemical Company. The formal transfer took place 
last Friday when the directors of the two companies held a meet- 
ing in this city and the bonds of the St. Lawrence Talc Company 
were paid and the mortgage canceled. 

The capitalization of the Carbola Chemical Company, Inc., is 
$600,000 common and $600,000 preferred stock. The officers of 
the company are C. Z. Zimmerman of New York, who organized 
the St. Lawrence Talc Company and the new corporation, presi- 
dent; Fred H. Moore of New York, vice-president; Glenn B. 
Tucker, who just resigned as assistant secretary of the Northern 
New York Trust Company, treasurer; W. D. Rollins, secretary. 
These officers with Paul B. Scarff, an attorney and director of 
the Hudson Trust Company of New York, James V. Cleveland, 
president of the Johnson-Murry Company of this city and Varick 
E. Maher of Malone, formerly vice-president of the Kirk-Maher 
Company, constitute the board of directors. The executive com- 
mittee consists of C. Z. Zimmerman, Fred H. Moore, W. D. Rol- 
lins and Glenn B. Tucker. 

Mr. Zimmerman said that it is the purpose of the Carbola 
Chemical Company to continue to serve the customers of the 
St. Lawrence Talc Company and to materially develop and ex- 
pand the business of the company. Many paper manufacturing 
concerns throughout the country are customers of the company, 
and they will be served by the new company. 

The company owns several mines now under operation, and 
a water power on the Indian river which supplies electric en- 
ergy. The present mill is 60 x 300 feet and has nine mills in op- 
eration. 

The offices of the company will be retained in the Sherman 
Block, this city, while the New York offices will be continued as 
well as the packing plant in Long Island City. 
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WISCONSIN MILLS ADOPT 
INDUSTRIAL INSURANCE 


Four Fox River Valley Paper Companies and Concerns in 
Allied Industries Have Adopted Industrial Insurance Plans 
in the Past Few Weeks—Output of the Appleton Wire 
Works Will Be Largely Increased When the Installation 
of a New Loom Capable of Making a Wire Screen 210 
Inches Wide Is Completed—Consolidated Water Power 
& Paper Co. to Increase Wages.

APPLETON, Wis., May 4, 1920.—Industrial insurance plans have 
been adopted by the Wisconsin Wire Works and the Appleton 
Wire Works here to protect their 150 employees against death 
and disability. About 30 workers are insured by the former com- 
pany and 120 by the latter. 

The Wisconsin Wire Works, in recognition of the splendid 
support given by its employees during the days of big labor 
turnover, gave each worker an insurance policy for $1,000 on 
which the entire premium is paid by the employer. The plan 
also includes a payment for total disability and the policies may 
be continued by the employees after they leave the company. 

Each of the employees of the Appleton Wire Works is in- 
sured for $1,000 and is given a certain amount of disability in- 
surance to protect the workers in case they are injured outside 
of their regular employment. Half of the premiums are paid 
by the company and half by the workers. The plan was sub- 
mitted to the employees for approval before its adoption and 
was almost unanimously endorsed. 

Four Fox river valley paper companies and firms in allied 
industries have adopted industrial insurance plans in the last 
few weeks. They are the John Strange Paper Company of 
Menasha, the Thilmany Pulp and Paper Company of Kaukauna, 
Appleton Wire Works and Wisconsin Wire Works. 

Appleton Wire Works to Increase Output 


The output of the» Appleton Wire Works will be largely in- 
creased when the installation of a new loan, capable of making 
a wire screen 210 inches wide is completed, This loom will 
make wire cloth wide enough for the largest paper machine in 
existence. The company is making several screens of excep- 
tional width for paper machines of great speed. 

When the new loom is completed the plant will contain 51 
wire weaving machines, making it one of the largest and best 
equipped in the country. 

Peshtigo Fibre Co. to Complete Plant Soon 


Completion of the new plant for the Peshtigo Fibre Com- 
pany in 60 days has been promised by the contractor, William 
Ule, who was to have started construction work May 1. Plans 
and specifications were completed a few weeks ago and the 
contractor has moved his machinery to the site preparatory to 
beginning work. 

Mr. Ule recently completed sulphite plants at Green Bay and 
Escanaba and has built several other mills. 

Although the Peshtigo Pulp and Paper Company’s plant is 
not yet ready to begin operations, several carloads of pulp have 
arrived and other material is expected shortly. The company 
placed orders for a large quantity of pulp some time ago and 
has enough on hand now to take care of immediate needs. 

Consolidated Paper Co. to Increase Wages 


Wages of nearly all employees in the Grand Rapids and Biron 
mills of the Consolidated. Water Power ay Paper Company will 
be increased when the néw wage schedule, now being negotiated, 
becomes effective. The new scale will place Consolidated work- 


men on par with employees of other Wisconsin mills, several of 
which have granted wage increasés fifi the last féw months; 

Common labor, which heretofore has been receiving $3.60 a day, 
will be paid $4.50 under the new arrangement and the increase 
granted skilled laborers will be proportionate. This schedule 
will apply to men engaged in construction work as well as those 
employed regularly in the mill. ,, 

It was reported that a similar increase is to be given employees 
in the Stevens Point division mill. 

It was decided to continue operating the Grand Rapids and 
Biron mills entirely on an eight hour day basis. Tour workers 
have worked eight hours for some time but only last year were 
all employees given an eight hour day as an experiment, The 
plan worked out so well that it was decided to continue the 
arrangement, 


Lack of Pulp Causes Shit-Down 


Inability to obtain sufficient pulp has compelled the Wisconsin 
paper mills to close down partially. The Whiting-Plover Paper 
Company at Stevens Point closed down one machine more than 
a week ago and it is said the prospects for resuming operations 
in the near future are poor. One machine in the Gilbert Paper 
Company’s plant at Menasha is also closed down because of the 
pulp shortage. 

According to reports from various cities, several other mills 
are on the verge of closing because of pulp and coal shortage. 
The strike of railroad switchmen is said to be responsible for 
this condition. 


Mill Yards Being Refilled with Coal 


Mill yards along the Fox River, which were nearly cleaned 
out of coal, are being refilled since the opening of navigation. 
Several barge loads of coal have been transported from the 
docks at Green Bay by the Fox River Navigation Company, 
composed largely of paper mill owners. 


Fox River Dam Being Repaired 


Rather extensive repairs have been made on the dam across 
the Fox River at Neenah by the Neenah Water Power Company, 
made up principally of paper mill users. High water recently 
caused several leaks in the dam making it necessary to put a 
large crew at work to make temporary repairs. A coffer dam 
was built around the dam and now permanent repairs are be- 
ing made. Mill owners were also compelled to repair a needle 
dam in Appleton which was damaged by the spring freshets. 

Defers Building Operations 


High cost of building material induced the Lakeside Paper Com- 
pany of Neenah to defer building its contemplated new office 
building. The structure was to have cost about $30,000 but the 
directors, at a recent meeting, decided to postpone the work. 
The Lakeside Company has purchased a large automobile bus 


which is used to transport its empléyees to and from the mill, . 


which is located about 1% miles from the center of the city. 
The new bus will replace two smaller machines which have 
been in use since the plan was inaugurated last summer. 


General News of the Trade 


Construction of the foundation for the new plant of the Paper 
Novelty Company at Green Bay is nearly completed and work 
on the superstructure will be started at once. The Paper 
Novelty Company is a new concern but its rapidly growing 
business made it necessary to erect a building which will per- 
mit its output to be nearly doubled. 

Another paper jobbing concern has been organized at Neenah, 
according to articles of incorporation filed with the secretary of 
state at Madison for the Fox Paper Company, capitalized at

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WOOD-EMBARGO NOT LIKELY 
TO BE REMOVED IN CANADA 


Embargo Is Building a Prosperous Industry in Canada and If 
It Were Removed and the United States Interests Were 
Allowed to Cut and Export Pulpwood the Forests of 
Canada, It Is Feared, Would Soon Be Utterly Destroyed 
—Financial Statement of Price Bros. & Co. Is in Nearly 
Every Respect a Record-Breaker—Huge New Pulp and 
Paper Plant Will, It Is Reported, Be Erected Soon. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

MontrEAL, Que., May 3, 1920.—Senator Underwood’s proposal 
for a commission to set to work to get the Canadian embargo 
on the export of pulp wood from Crown lands removed is not 
even causing a flutter among pulp and paper interests here, despite 
the threat of retaliatory measures against Canada if the embargo 
is not removed. There is not the faintest shadow of reason for 
believing that this embargo will ever be removed, for besides the 
fact that it is resulting in the upbuilding of a prosperous industry 
in Canada, there is back of all the dread that if United States in- 
terests are allowed to cut and export pulp wood, the forests of 
Canada would soon be utterly destroyed. 

“The very laws of which Senator Underwood complains have 
saved Canadian forests from being stripped,” said one paper man 
here, in an interview. He continued: 

“Senator Underwood is speaking in the interests of one com- 
pany, the International Paper Company. The fact is the companies 
in the United States have stripped their lands and would do the 
same for Canada if they were allowed. 

“More than that, his’ threat to stop Canada’s coal unless we 
give her pulp wood is ridiculous. Look at the figures. We buy 
from the United States $60,000,000 of coal per month. We are her 
best customer. She buys from-us less than $10,000,000 a month in 
pulp and paper. To put the lowest figure call the year’s coal 
$500,000,000.. Would the United States sacrifice half a billion to 
get a hundred million? 

“Canada would then prevent Maritime Province Coal going to 
the Eastern States and use it herself. Nothing in that threat but 
words. He also makes the threat of cutting off all our sulphur. 
We use $5,000,000 of sulphur yearly and will soon be quite inde- 
pendent. So that does not figure. 

“But, supposing for instance, we did let them have the pulp, 
would it give them more paper? No, for the reason that every 
mill in the United States is working to capacity and more wood 
. would not give them an extra pound of paper. 

“The company the Senator was speaking for took limits many 
years ago from this province. Ten years ago, to prevent the 
wholesale slaughter of the trees and the shipping of the wood 
from the country, the Government put on an embargo and the re- 
sult has justified it. The company which Senator Underwood had 
in mind when speaking, the International Paper Company, is 
building a large mill in this province to manufacture here. But 
for the embargo, it would have stripped its limits in Canada as 
clean as the United States forests have been swept. 

“Senator Underwood makes another mistake. There is no em- 
bargo by Canada. The timber is under the jurisdiction of the 
provinces. He would be as sensible in asking the Dominion to do 
anything as we would be in asking Washington to do something 
about a schoolhouse in the mountains of Kentucky. It is simply 
not in the jurisdiction of Canada but of each province.”

pulp wood for the American paper mills,” it is declared among 
railway officials. 

“While the Senator is endeavoring to intimidate Canadians, 
thousands of cords of pulp wood are lying ready for shipment 
along the right of way of the railways waiting day after day and 
week after week for the cars which the American railways either 
will not or cannot supply to carry it to the United States. 

“Already the American roads owe Canada a net balance of 21,- 
800 freight cars. To allow unrestricted loading of Canadian cars 
to the United States would ultimately result in the complete supply 
of Canadian cars becoming lost or involved in the United States. 
Consequently, the remedy for the pulp wood situation in that 
country is not threats—but cars to carry away the wood already 
cut.” 

Price Brothers’ Record Profits 

The annual financial statement of Price Bros. & Co. was de- 
livered to the shareholders this week. The statement, which is for 
the twelve months ended February 28, last, is in nearly every re- 
spect a record in the history of the company and one of the best 
yet disclosed in a period of exceptional prosperity in the pulp and 
paper industry. 

Profits for the year amounted to $2,055,782, an increase of $561,- 
821 over the 1918 showing and $681,000 in excess of that of the 
preceding period. Owing to the fact that there was issued during 
1919 over $3,500,000 in new stock of which $1,534,200 went to 
shareholders in the form of a bonus and $2,000,000 in payment of 
new properties acquired, the outstanding share capital of the com- 
pany stood at the end of its last fiscal year at $8,534,290 com- 
pared with $5,000,000 at the close of 1918. The earnings available 
for application to the common shares, therefore, show a smaller 
ratio than in the 1918 statement. 

After the payment of bond and note interest charges, there re- 
mained a balance of $1,621,806, against $1,053,984 in 1918 and $711,- 
452 in the 1917 report. Allowing for the increased capital for the 
full period—which, however, was not available until well on in 
the period—earnings on the capital stock of the enterprise were 
slightly over 19 per cent, compared with 21.8 per cent last year and 
14.2 per cent in the previous one. 

Shareholders participated in the prosperity of the company dur- 
ing the year to the extent of $690,684 in the form of dividends 
and bonus, compared with $400,000 in the two former periods. An 
employees’ pension fund was also inaugurated during the period, 
the sum of $150,000 being set aside out of earnings for this pur- 
pose. In addition to the advantages shareholders received a special 
distribution of $1,540,000 out of the surplus earnings: of the com- 
pany accumulated prior to the first of January, 1917. After all 
deductions, there remained a surplus in profit and. loss amounting 
to $2,116,346, compared with $2;874;234«n 1918 and $2,220,239 at the 
end of the preceding year.

Huge New Mill in Newfoundland 

Information just received from St. John’s, Newfoundland, is to 
the effect that pulp and paper works, second dnly to ‘the mills at 
Grand Falls, will be built by the sulphite company of which»Capt. 
Storm is the manager, during the coming season. The mill, 
wharves and store will be erected at Glovertown in Atlexandfia 
Bay, Newfoundland, where the Terra-Nova River debouches. Be- 
sides being an excellent site and a fine deep seaport for shipping, 
it is also claimed to be the best timber area in Newfoundland. 
The purchase of the Reid-Newfoundland Company’s timber block 
has completed the rounding off of the company’s property and 
makes the whole an ideal possession. Glovertown is about six 
miles from the Reid-Newfoundland Company’s station at Terra 
Nova and about 165 miles from St. John’s. 

Abitibi Reorganization Ratified 

At the annual meeting of the Abitibi Power and Paper Company 
held here this week, the annual report of the enterprise, already 
summarized in these columns, was submitted and adopted. Follow- 
ing the annual meeting, a special one was held at which was rati- 
fied the proposal of the board of directors to. apply for supple- 
mentary letters patent changing the share capital of the com- 
pany to $1,000,000 seven per cent cumulative preferred stock and 
250,000 common shares, without nominal or par value. As at 
present constituted, there are 50,000 shares of the common out- 
standing, of a par value of $100 each. 

The company announces that notice will be given to shareholders 
in due course as to the date on which they may surrender their 
present common shares to the Montreal Trust Company, the trans- 
fer agents, for exchange into the new stock. 

The proceedings at both the general and special meetings were 
largely of a routine character, the old board of directors and 
executives being re-elected without change, as follows: F. H. An- 
son, president; Shirley Ogilvie and Alex.

Labrador Forests to Be Exploited 

It is announced here that a million and a half acres of pulp wood 
forests in Southern Labrador, immediately north of Cape St.

States firm to supply the British trade. Details of the deal are 
not yet available, but it is understood that a full survey of the area 
has been made by means of photographs from an aeroplane, and 
the corporation has practically completed its arrangements to 
take over the forests, install machinery and prepare to ship. pulp 
direct from its own harbors to Great Britain where the pulp will 
be converted into paper.

To Investigate Pulp Outlook in Alaska 


PorTLAND, Ore., April 28, 1920.—B. F. Heinzleman, of the forest 
management division of the forest service, has gone to Alaska to 
spend several months investigating paper pulp mill prospects. 
Heinzleman will go over the most desirable bodies of pulp timber, 
and make recommendations upon the localities most suited, taking 
also into consideration questions of waterpower and transportation, 

Mr. Heinzleman’s investigations will be the basis for advertise- 
ments for bids on paper pulp mill permits to be made later in the 
season. 

Inquiries from all parts of the country are coming to the forest 
service on such prospects and permits issued by the forest service 
for special uses in the heavily timbered Sitka spruce areas in 
southeastern Alaska. While a large portion of these are mere 
inquiries, several actual applications have been made. These will 
not be acted upon until Heinzleman’s report is made. Several 
prospective permittees have recently discussed with Assistant Dis- 
trict Forester Fred Ames the Alaskan paper pulp development.

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KALAMAZOO. PAPER MILLS 
GRANT BIG: WAGE ADVANCE 


Increase of 20 Per Cent i in in Pay Is Is Given and Is the Second 
Advance in Wages Voluntarily Granted Since the Open- 
ing of 1920—Other Mills in Michigan, It Is Predicted, 
Will Follow the Example of These Mills—P. A. How- 
ard, Head of the Ben Franklin Publishing Co. Makes 
Plans for a Big Outing of Chicago Printers and Paper 
Jobbers to. Kalamazoo About the Latter Part of June. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


KatamAzoo, Mich., May 3, 1920—Over 6,000 workers, employees 
in the paper mills throughout the Kalamazoo valley district, have 
been granted an increase of 20 per cent in their pay, effective the 
first week of this month. The advance was voluntarily made by 
the mill executives and is the second one since the coming of 1920. 
In February an increase of 12 per cent was given, that also being 
voluntary. 

Under the terms of the increase common labor receives 60 cents 
an hour and works 50 hours a week. The girls on the regular 
week schediile of 50 hours will be paid 40 cents an hour, while 
the tour working girls receive 44 cents. an hour for 48 hours a 
week. .All other tour. workers receive much larger amounts, the 

various. prices not being announced. Mill workers. themselves 
have estimated the average pay advance to be $1 a day, or an 
aggregate of from $1,800,000 to $2,000,000 a year for the entire 
district. 

While-no official announcement has been made of the -action 
taken, it is stated on good authority that the pay increase was the 
first step taken by the newly organized paper mill division of the 
Kalamazoo Chamber of Commerce. This organization was per- 
fected after a series of conferences held during the past month. 
The mills included in the association are: Bryant Paper Com- 
pany, Monarch Paper Company, Rex Paper Company, Hawthorne 
Paper Company, Kalamazoo Paper Company, King Paper Com- 
pany, Western Board and Paper Company, Kalamazoo Vegetable 
Parchment Company, Standard Paper Company, Kalamazoo; 
Michigan Paper Company, Plainwell; Lee Paper Company, Vicks- 
burg; Eddy Paper Company, Three Rivers and White Pigeon; 
Watervieit Paper Company, Watervleit; Bardeen Paper Company, 
Wolverine Paper Company, MacSimBar Paper Company, Otsego. 

F. M. Hodge, president of the Kalamazoo Paper Company, has 
been named chairman of the organization; A. L. Pratt, president 
of the King Paper Company, is vice-chairman, and Ray O. Brun- 
dage, secretary of the Chamber of Commerce, will act as secretary 
of the association. 

It is generally predicted that other mills in Michigan will follow 
the example of the Kalamazoo concerns and grant similar increases 
in pay. The Union Bag and Paper Corporation, which operates 
a mill at Cheboygan, Mich., has granted a 20 per cent increase 
effective May 11. This plant was closed for sometime due to a 
strike. 

Printers and Jobbers to Visit Kalamazoo 

P. A. Howard, president of the Ben Franklin Publishing Com- 
pany, Chicago, was a Kalamazoo visitor a few days ago. He an- 
nounced at the time that he has already begun laying plans for a 
big outing of Chicago printers and paper jobbers in Kalamazoo 
the latter part of June. It is proposed to leave Chicago Thursday 
afternoon, coming direct to Kalamazoo and remaining here until 
Saturday morning. This will give ample time for an inspection 
of the mills.in the valley and such special entertainment features 
as the mill executives may choose to give the visitors. 

It was in June, 1919, that Mr. Howard conducted a party of 








Chicagoans to Kalamazoo and the outing was so generally en- 
joyed that the fraternity want to come back. They will be made 
welcome here. 

Welfare Work by Standard Paper Co. 

Jack Byrnes (tthe boys out at the mill speak of him as “Jack”), 
general manager of the Standard Paper Company, has stirred up 
the animals in that institution with the result that the employees 
have organized a baseball team and will be numbered this year 
in Kalamazoo’s factory league. Some 25 or 30 players are already 
out for practice and the material looks good. The Standard Paper 
Company is furnishing the entire equipment for the club and are 
buying the best of everything required. 

This is but the initial step in work of this kind in this institution 
and will lead to activities along other lines. When the handsome 
new office building is completed, there will be ample space in the 
second floor for a social hall for the employees and they will be en- 
couraged to get together and get acquainted and make the most of 
the advantages offered them. 

General News of the Trade 

Employees of the Bryant Paper Company last week. gave a very 
enjoyable party in the social hall at the Chamber of Commerce 
rooms. It was a.money raising affair, all the proceeds being do- 
nated to the Pretty Lake summer camp for tubercular children. 

Charles B. Hayes, vice-president of the Watervieit Paper Com- 
pany, has been elected president of the Kalamazoo Land Com- 
pany. This concern has contracted to erect 200 houses in Kala- 
mazoo during the present year. A: good start has been made-.on 
the first unit, numbering 54.

Construction of the latest addition to the Kalamazoo Stationery 
Company has been completed and new machinery and equipment 
is now being installed.. Production from this department should be 
possible within 60 days at the outside.

Capital stock of the Banta Publishing Company of Menasha, 
one of the largest concerns of its kind in the Middle West, has 
been increased from $75,000 to $175,000, Of this amount, $75,000 
is common stock and the remainder is preferred. 

Among the large number of men who were recently granted 
citizenship in circuit court at Oshkosh was Ernest Mahler, 
chemist for the Kimberly-Clark Company and inventor of a 
pulp “absorbent cotton” used by the medical department and the 
Red Cross during the war. Mr. Mahler’s invention was one of 
the greatest single contributions to the winning of the war, and 
although he was a native of Austria, technically an enemy alien, 
he was given charge of the manufacture of the absorbent mate- 
rial, not only in his own plant but supervised the work in other 
institutions. He was also in charge of secret service work de- 
signed to protect the plants where the cotton substitute was 
manufactured against damage by alien enemies. 

Charles Boyd, president and manager of the Appleton Coated 
Paper Company, and Mrs. M. L. Spencer, were. married at 
7 o'clock Thursday evening, April 29, in the Blackstone Hotel 
at Chicago. Mr. and Mrs. Boyd are now on a wedding tour. 
They will live in Appleton after their return. 


Wants U. S. to Stop Wasting Paper 
Wasuincton, D. C., April 27, 1920.—Senator Smoot of Utah, 
the “watchdog” of the Senate, has again addressed the upper 
House in connection with the wasting of paper by the various 
government departments. He told the Senate that if he could 


do anything he intended to. use all his influence to put ‘a stop to 
the hundreds of thousands of government publications, which he 
said are thrown in the waste. basket.

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NEW ENGLAND PAPER TRADE 
IS GREATLY HANDICAPPED 


Steadily Appreciating Prices, Increasingly Unsatisfactory Con- 
ditions of Transportation and the News Print Shortage 
Combine to Make a Situation Which Is Growing Con- 


sistantly More and More Unpleasant—Various New 


England Paper Mills Announce Wage Increases—New 
England Trade Manifests ‘Little Interest in the News Print 
Inquiry Being Conducted at Washington. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Boston, May 3, 1920.—The steady upward trend in prices, the 
increasingly unsatisfactory conditions of transportation and the 
lack ef any visible remedy, present or prospective, for the news 
print shortage, continue to be the chief topics of discussion in the 
Boston. paper trade, and combine to constitute a fly in-the, common 
ointment of local dealers that is fast assuming gigantic proportions. 

. Traffic Conditions Should Improve 


Since the cessation of hostilities affecting railroad service, ‘dae ‘ 


seems to be no valid reason why traffic conditions should not show 
improvement. But the fact remains that they:do'not. Om his re- 
cent trip to the New York paper conyention the head of:a Boston 
concern made it a point to'size up the empty freight car situation 
along the route. There are; according to-his. story, hundreds of 
empty cars standing on various sidings, the.rusted wheels of which 
denote that they have not moved for weeks. 

“Medntime the paper trade, in common with other commercial 
lines of industry, is howling itself hoarse for the privilege of paying 
a fat price for cars in which to move its goods,” he said, “and the 
issues of every’ paper in the country are full of the wails ofthe 
railroads about the deficits-and shoftages that they are sustaining’ 

“What's the reason? Who’s to blame? And when is the present 
chaotic condition ‘of affairs going to end? If we have to await 
a change of administration or until politics have ceased to engross 
the public attention we shall have waited until more than one 
heretofore prosperous concern has put up its shutters and closed 
its doors’—and this man ended his complaint with a fervent 
“Damn” that is echoed with a variety of embellishments in every 
paper house in the city. 

In-every branch of the trade a curtailment of orders is reported 
with many houses refusing to quote prices on futures until the 
time of shipment. Wrapping paper concerns report the resort to 
the use of old newspapers by many merchants whose supply of 
delivery covers and containers has become exhausted and similar 
expedients are being adopted in other directions. 

Little Interest in Paper Investigation 

But little importance is attached to the print paper probe started 
in the United States Senate, last week, by either Boston dealers 
or newspaper publishers. Their apathetic interest is due to the 
lack of results that have attended the previous efforts of National 
lawmakers to solve the news print situation. 

Incidentally, it is maintained by Boston publishers that if other 
users of the wood pulp product were as diligent in their conser- 
vation of the limited supply of paper as are the publishing fraternity 
the present shortage would be less acute. Incidentally, also, this 
sentiment is commended especially to the cons‘deration of these 
same senators and lawmakers who control or should control the 
tremendous output of the Government print shops in more than 
a hundred departments. 

It is pointed out that only 22 per cent of the wood pulp and 
sulphite produced in this country is used for news print; that the 
newspaper publishers are doing their best by printing papers with 
fewer pages, cutting out editions and “extras,” and refusing profit- 
able es to ~~ ease the situation. The question naturally 











arises as to what the other 78 per cent of, wood pulp users are 
doing along the same line of conservation. 

Information from Washington is to the effect that the Govern- 
ment has only news print enough to continue the publication of 
the Congressional Record for a few days more. Yet the people 
expect the newspapers of the country, which have comparatively 
few of the facilities of the Government to get what they want, to 
appear.as usual and without noticeable curtailment. 


Globe Editorial Wins Approval 


A recent editorial utterance by the Boston. Globe relative to the 
manner in which the Government has contributed to the present 
paper shortage has been widely commented upon and very. gener- 
ally approved, as to the sentiment expressed, by the: paper trade 
of Boston. 

The Globe unhesitatingly calls the Government’s persistent lack 
of economy in the use of print paper “An Orgy of Waste,” in 
view of thevevér dwindling supply, and some of the figures which 
it quotes in substantiation of its charges are interesting. 

For instance, it says that “during 1919 the Government printing 


plant: placed fine bindings upon no less than 3,465,229 publications, 


or a‘library of approximately 5,000 volumes for each Congress- 
man?’ ‘The amount of paper used in the dissemination of the 
speeches of these same Congressmen is not mentioned. 

“Last year there were 266 distinctive publications on the Gov- 
ernment. mailing list (which has not been revised in some time), 
costing $2,500,000, and 287 printing plants around the country 
operatéd by the Government helped along the merry output of 
reading matter. 

“We read that 1,319,495 Government publications were furnished 
free to one individual by the Department of Agriculture, the Public 
Health Service, and the Bureau of Mines, all of whom} seemed to 
be solicitous for this man’s intellectual welfare; a contractor in 


“ Washington published a:paptr “to stimulate the workmen and to 


improve the .atorale of -the men on the job,” and slipped a bill 
for $3,208 into his cost-plus contract (but this item was protested 
by the auditor in the Treasury Department). The War Depart- 
ment was particularly profuse with literature, and the committee 
points out that “weekly newspapers” by the tens of thousands were 
issued by camps with only 1,000 subscribers on the books. 

“So extravagant was the use of paper by various publicity and 
propaganda bureaus that the Government found it impossible to 
buy a supply at any price. 

“The committee might have gone into kindred fields with its 
story of waste. Those who joined the clerical force in Washington 
know too well about the waste basket alongside the swivel chair. 
The army had a book of some 300 pages descriptive of paper work 
in the War Department alone. 

“The amount of paper wasted in breaking in new stenographers 
was appalling and the bureau chiefs kept pace with them, dis- 
carding engraved stationery with each reorganization of the de- 
partment. Official correspondence must be perfect, and ‘official 
Washington’ set a standard for the country. In so doing, it also 
set a standard for wholesale waste. 

“Last week a department of the city of Boston published a 
volume of 500 pages on fine paper, with large, well-spaced type. 
Tt might have been reduced at least two-thirds in size. 

“Publicity men gorge the newspaper offices each day with what 
has been conservatively estimated at 50 times the amount of ma- 
terial necessary for the subject matter. During the war, news- 
papers used it generously as a patriotic duty. Now there is no 
reason or chance for its use. 

“With the Presidential campaign. approaching and its sweeping 
waste of paper. with press agents continuing to flood the market 
with useless fillers. and with the Government in Washington: set- 
ting the nace, there can he but one outcome. Unless paper is con- 
served, the business man, the lawyer and the manufacturer will 


find himself withcut his first tool.” 
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TORONTO PAPER: SHORTAGE 
CONSTANTLY ACCENTUATED 


Deliveries Are Getting More and More Behind in Spite of the 
Fact that Mills Are Doing Their Utmost to Speéd Up 
Production—Additional Advances Announced on Some 
Varieties of Coarse Papers—Unusually High Prices Are 
Reported for Ground Wood and Chemical Pulp—Spanish 
River Pulp and Paper Mills Agree upon Plans to Take 
Care of the Arrears of Dividends in Preferred Shares. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Toronto, Ont., May 3, 1920.—Each week seems to accentuate 
the shortage in the paper market and deliveries are growing far- 
ther behind ‘all the time. in spite of the fact that the mills are 
doing their utmost to«speed' up production. Prices are also in- 
creasing and the end does not appear in sight owing to the 
rapidly advahcing figures. for both mechanical: and sulphite pulp. 
“The paper market has gone crazy” is the way one manufacturer 
summed up matters this week while the manager of a leading 
manufacturing stationery firm stated that he had placed an order 
for certain lines of paper as.far back as September ‘last and had 
not received delivery as yet. 

The story of abounding business and delayed shipments has 
been told so frequently of late that little new can be added. 
Some mills have adopted the rationing system and are dealing 
out their product on a proportionate basis in order to keep as 
many customers going as well as possible. On account of in- 
creasing costs of raw materials and uncertainty of maintaining 
supplies, the prices on vegetable parchment have been withdrawn 
by one firm. All the book and writing paper plants now quote 
prices prevailing at date of shipment. “We cannot do otherwise,” 
remarked a sales manager this week, “owing to the “way that 
quotations for pulp, paper stock, rags, etc., are jumping all the 
time. Nearly every day we receive advices of advances and 
shipments are most uncertain owing to shortage of cars, scarcity 
of supplies, embargoes and other causes. We are sold up to 
September next even if we did not take another order.” 

There has been another advance of a cent on manilas and 
fibres and the following prices now prevail, in car load lots, to 
jobbers:—Grey browns and white wrap, 8 cents “B”; manila, 
8% cents; No. 1 manila, 10 cents; fibre, 10 cents. 


Toilet and Tissue Plants Far Behind 


Toilet and tissue plants are from three to six months in ar- 
rears in the matter of deliveries and another increase has just 
gone into effect on toilet paper. The basic discount on one case 
lots and ‘less has been changed from 30 and 5 to 25 per cent, 
and other and larger quantity quotations are in proportion. The 
new price list carries the slogan, “subject to further change with- 
out notice” and stipulates that “in order to secure the pfesent 
trade discount orders for the quantities mentioned must be made 
in one delivery to one place.” Kraft, both glazed and un- 
glazed, is very scarce and the mills will accept no order at all 
for the former. The prevailing figure is from 11 to 12 cents and 
manufacturers are handing out their product on a proportion- 
ate basis endeavoring to keep every customer in stock for a 
few weeks ahead but not filling the whole order for any one 
house, which would result in some jobbers having ample sup- 
plies and others practically none. Kraft pulp is very firm and 
the figure now ruling is $125 to $130 per ton. 

Several mills, which make various lines of paper, have in the 
past been able to turn out considerably. more quantities than re- 
quired in the way of cover papers, bristols, tag manila, etc. 
but they have no stock in hand at the present time. There are 


many rumors afloat regarding the high prices offered for pulp 
of all kinds and ground wood pulp is reported to have been 
sold recently as high as $100, and even more per ton. Sulphite 
is climbing all the while and bleached sulphite is now up to 
as exalted a figure as $200 per ton while some foreign offers have 
been made at 12 cents a pound, for spot lots. There are in- 
quiries from every quarter and easy bleaching sulphite is as- 
cending in sympathy. Board mills are getting farther and far- 
ther in arrears and still business keeps coming in ever increas- 
ing volume. Paper box factories are sadly handicapped owing 
to the shortage of skilled help and many plants, which use a 
large number of containers and cartons, are now making their 
own packages in order to get sufficient supply. 

In the paper stock market lines are moving very slowly on 
account of American railways putting on. embargoes. The demand 
is very good. The same conditions apply to domestic rags 
of all kinds. 

Stock Dividend Plans for Arrears 


An important meeting of the directors of the Spanish River 
Pulp and Paper Mills, Limited, at which the president, George 
H. Mead, of Dayton, Ohio, presided; wag held in Toronto last 
week when a plan was agreed upon to take care of the arrears 
of dividends on the preference shares of the company. A prefer- 
ence stock diivdend is to be declared in amount sufficient to pay 


‘the total arrears of accumulated dividends on the preference 


stock, including the voucher issued last year, respecting the one 
year’s dividends on. the original issue of $3,000,000 of preference 
share. The general arrears are 42 per cent., to which will 
be added, in the case of some shareholders, another 7 per cent. 
covering the voucher issued last year. No action. took place 
in regard to the payment of a common stock dividend. The di- 
rectors state that they feel justified in proclaiming that the pay- 
ment in cash of regular quarterly dividends on the preference 
stock at the rate of 7 per cent. per annum accruing from July 
1, 1920, will hereafter be made. All the plants of the company 
are now running to capacity with an output of about 575 tons 
daily of news print and the product is sold for months ahead. 


General Jottings of the Trade 


Alex Buntin of the Buntin-Reid Company, wholesale paper 
dealers, Toronto, has returned from a visit to Atlantic City 
where he went after his recent illness. He is now much improved 
in. health. 

The publishers of the Saturday Evening Post, Philadelphia, 
owing to the shortage in paper are not shipping any of their 
issues into Canada and are, it is understood, declining to re- 
ceive Canadian subscriptions for the present. Thousands of copies 
were sold each week in the Dominion and the cancellation of 
the regular supply has brought home the acuteness of the paper 
situation very keenly to many readers. 

R. A: Rawsthorn who is the Canadian representative of Mid- 
dows Brothers & Company, Ltd., paper and general merchants, 
import and export, London, Eng., has opened an office at 81 
Victoria street, Toronto. The company have also branches in 
Montreal, Australia, New Zealand and South America. 

The late Richard Brown, head of Brown Brothers, Toronto, 
manufacturing stationers, and paper dealers, left an estate valued 
at $543,626. His will has just been admitted to probate in the 
Surrogate Court. The principal beneficiaries are Mr. Brown’s 
children, but bequests are also made to a number of religious 
and charitable organizations. 

John R. Diggs, of the Albemarle Paper Manufacturing Com- 
pany, Richmond, Va., was a recent caller upon the paper trade 
in Toronto, Montreal and other cities. 

Word has been received in Toronto that the Red River Paper 
Mills, Limited, of Norwood, Man., which is installing a paper

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DEMAND IN PHILADELPHIA 
IS:SLIGHTLY LESS ACTIVE 


Printers Call for Somewhat Less Paper Than They Have 
Been Requesting and Some Falling Off in the Demand 
From Commercial Consumers Also Is Noted—lIn Spite 
of the Less Active Demand, However, Prices All Along 
the Line Continue Firm—Stock Market Shows Some Im- 
provement Although the Trade Continues Greatly Handi- 


capped by Lack of Transportation Facilities—Printing 
Sales Club Dines at Cafe Rosemont. 








[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, May 3, 1920.—Though the strain on the jobbers 
from local consumers, lightened up a little during the week, due 
largely to quieter times among the printers and publishers, it 
increased from out of town points. Shipping handicaps developed 
in a far more aggravating form than even in the February tieup. 
Then there was at least a constant factor in the situation. During 
the past week, however, conditions shifted with such speed that 
shipping departments were on the verge of distraction. Embargoes 
were taken off and put on again several times during the course 
of a day; teamsters started out with loads and in a little while 
came back with them because the railroad refused to receive 
them. Express packages were limited to 200 pounds and cases 
had to be broken apart and repacked into several, in order to have 
them accepted. And finally with the close of the week there came 
the strike of the teamsters, the effects of which, however, will 
not be known for a few days to come. 

The quietness in the printing trade was due to the determination 
of the publishers not to take on too much work until the wage 
question, which has been pending for the past month, was settled. 
However, during the week agreements were reached with com- 
positors and pressmen, and employers entered into arrangements 
for advances of from $4 to $6, which are to continue for a year 
from April 30. With only the formal ratification awaiting, it is be- 
lieved that during the coming week activity will be resumed. 

The jobbers noted also a slight falling off in demand from 
commercial consumers. There is in industry generally a feeling 
that it is the part of wisdom to proceed with some caution and 
that while there is not immediately in sight a crisis, there are 
strong probabilities of a turn of the tide in the not far distant 
future. 

Prices Continue Firm 

Prices, however, did not reflect any recession. Where spot 
news could be purchased at all, the price ran as high as 15% 
cents generally, although isolated sales up to beyond 16 cents 
were reported. Krafts sold freely at 15 cents, machine finished 
still in great scarcity, ran up to 20 cents and supers to 22 cents 
and over. Tissues, almost as acutely scarce as news, brought 
from $1.75 to $3.50 a ream. 

But the trade generally is of the opinion that these high prices 
are indicative only of a feverish condition and that they will not 
continue long although there are practically none who believe 
that there is ahead anything like a big decline. 


Stock Market Shows Improvement 

In the stock market conditions showed some improvement. 
There was no accumulation in warehouses. What stock is being 
held there is largely goods that have been sold but which are 
held awaiting opportunity to be delivered. In the warehouse of 
Thomas Simmons’ Sons, for instance, there is a carload of white 
shavings solti to a Massachusetts mill and held up since January 
18 for. lack of a car into New England. Quotations remain. with- 
out change and are firm to’ strong all along the line. Similarly, 
for rag stock the market which can’ be reached by the improvised 









facilities which have been impressed into service, has taken all that 
is\being offered and there is no accumulation despite the fact that 
shipments to New England points cannot be made at all and to 
Southern. and Western points only in limited quantities and on 
direct rail lines. Conditions were epitomized by one jobber as 

“really worse than during war times.” é 


Farm Journal Places News Print Contract 

A contract for a five years’ news supply in amounts from 4,500 
tons annually up to 5,000 tons, was made during the week by the 
Farm Journal Company with the West End Paper Mill, Carthage, 
New York. The price was not disclosed but it is known to be on 
a profit per ton basis. The Farm Journal, outside daily news- 
papers, is the largest consumer of news print in the city and its 
negotiations for paper enlisted very keen trade interest. These 
negotiations, conducted by A. Sydney Jenkins of the Farm Journal 
Company, have extended over many weeks. To assure a supply 
the company even tok the precaution of securing an option on 
a paper mill which has three machines in operation not now on 
news, but which it was believed readily could be converted. 
Arrangements with the West End Company, which during the 
past year has been supplying the Farm Journal with some news, 
finally were made, however. It is believed the mill option now 
will be given up. Trade rumor has it, however, that a proffer 
for the purchase of the mill has been made by a corporation 
interested in the paper industry only as a side line. The mill is 
very well known and a definite announcement is being awaited 
with interest by the trade. 

The Farm Journal has just completed a run of more than 
1,152,000 copies of the May edition with a cover representing a 
feat in printing said never before to have been accomplished. 
Three process color work was done on a roll of news. on a Webb 
press, the colors being printed simultaneously. The paper used 
was news but with a special finish, supplied by the Kimberly- 
Clark Company, Neenah, Wis. Accomplishment of the novel feat 
in printing is attributed in part to the character of the paper used. 


Paper Exhibitions 


Two exhibitions illustrating the possibilities of paper uses, en- 
listed interest during the past week. The one attracted the public 
generally; the other the trade almost exclusively. In the show 
window of the Wanamaker store there were displayed hangings 
and table “linens” in a varied and multi-colored design, made 
entirely of paper “yarn.” A less ostentatious but more compre- 
hensive display was made by the J. L. N. Smythe Company, paper 
specialist. There were shown shopping bags, suspenders, insoles, 
door mats, table covers, gimps and braids, puttees, knapsacks and 
other articles, all made of sulphite and Kraft stock converted 
into a coarse strand and then woven. Treasurer Platt, former 
president of the National Paper Trade Association, who arranged 
the exhibit, said that his purpose was to arouse an interest in 
the greater use of paper stock in the arts and that there was 
offered thereby a product far cheaper than cotton and having 
many points of advantage over it. The Smythe Company does 
not propose to enter into the manufacture of paper products but 
is prepared to supply materials of the proper kind for those who 
may become interested as converters. Paper salesmen in groups 
frequently surrounded the exhibit last week. 


Printing Sales Club Dines 

Paper salesmen to printers sat down with their customers as 
hosts at the shore dinner banquet Friday night, April 30, at the 
Cafe Rosemont, to celebrate the recent organization of the Print- 
ing Sales Club of Philadelphia: and the termination of classes 
in salesmanship, cost accounting and estimating conducted during 
the winter by the Typothete of Philadelphia.

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CONDITIONS IN CHICAGO 
HAVE IMPROVED SOMEWHAT 


Paper Shipments, It Is Expected, Will Be Coming Into the City 
Again in Normal Condition in About Two Weeks—In 
Spite of the Fact That There Is a Big Shortage of Paper 
Prices Have Remained Fairly Stationary—Empire Paper 


Co. Celebrates Its Twenty-fifth Anniversary With a 
Banquet at the New Morrison Hotel—Salesmen of the 
Moser Paper Co. Organize the Mo Pa Co Club.

Cuicaco, May 3, 1920.—The general condition of the paper 
trade of the city has improved during the past week. The bet- 
terment of the situation is due to the near-settlement of the 
switchmen’s strike, which is making it possible for the railroads 
to handle incoming shipments of paper in a limited fashion. The 
strike is not entirely settled, and a return to normal conditions 
is not expected for several weeks. However, the strikers are 
beaten, and while they are not returning. to work as an organiza- 
tion they are going back as individuals. 


New WarEHOUsSE OF Cook County Paper Stock CoMPANY. 


Representatives of railroads told traffic managers for paper 
associations here last week that the situation was at least 90 per 
cent. of normal, but this is a statement which is challenged by 
the service which the railroads are giving to their customers. 
The general opinion is that service has improved until it is about 
60 per cent. of normal. The railroads have received the per- 
mission of the switchmen’s brotherhood, whose officials were de- 
fied by the outlaw strikers, to hire men to take the places of the 
strikers. The roads have been doing this since last week. Fear 
of losing seniority rights and chance for promotion to better jobs 
is also said to have driven many of the strikers back to work. 

The common guess among members of the paper trade is that 
two weeks more will see paper shipments coming into the city 
about the same as usual. In spite of the fact that there has been 
a.bad shortage of paper in the local market since the strike was 
called, prices have remained about the same. The situation has 
not been affected as much as might be expected, in this respect, 
forthe simple reason that very few orders are being placed these 
days at fixd: pi ‘peices. “AJE prices até to, ‘be fixed at the time of de-*" 
livery, and the prices which are quoted are only nominal. 


Cook County Paper Stock Co. Opens Building 

The Cook County Paper Stock Company this week opened its 
new three-quarter million plant. 

The new building of this big concern, which has been built spe- 
cially for handling paper stock, is located on the east side of 
Kedzie avenue in Chicago, immediately North of the right of way 
of the Chicago and Illinois Western Railroad at West 32nd street. 
The land has a frontage on Kedzie avenue of 300 feet and contains 
four acres. The building itself is a modern brick and concrete 
structure with 150,000 square feet of storage space, a portion being 
three stories and basement, 100 x 120 feet, and the balance a ware- 
house, 100 x 300 feet. The ceiling height is 16 feet, and the floors 
have a capacity of 300 pounds per square foot. 

The building contains three freight elevators and is equipped 
with a modern conveying system. It is furnished throughout with 
an automatic sprinkler system, with a 50,000 gallon tank. It is 
steam heated and has the most modern plumbing and lighting ar- 
rangements. There is also a one-story brick garage, 40 x 150 feet, 
adjacent to the building. 

On one side of the building there is a six foot loading platform 
over 400 feet in length for unloading city trucks and wagon ship- 
ments. On the other side of the plant is a similar loading and 
unloading platform for receiving out-of-town shipments and for 
loading shipments to the mills. The loading and unloading facili- 
‘ ties can accommodate 20 cars a day. A switch 
track runs to the very doors of the new plant, 
giving unusual shipping and receiving accom- 
modations. 

The company owns and operates its own fleet 
of Garford trucks for city pickups. 

The Collateral Channel, connecting one of 
the forks of the South branch of the Chicago 
River with the drainage canal, runs within a 
few feet of the eastern edge of the property. 
All boats capable of operating on the canal can 
dock directly opposite the company’s property. 
The C. & I. W. Ry. has granted the company 
the right to cross its tracks either over or 
under its present right of way, thus giving the 
concern the right in the future to make and 
receive shipments by water if desired, a privi- 
lege that will be of considerable value in years 
to come, as it offers a direct route to the Great 
Lakes where so many paper mills are located. 

Just as the building has been specially con- 
structed to handle paper stock, so it has been 
equipped with the most modern machinery, 
specially designed for its peculiar needs. The 
machinery consists of six specially built 72-inch presses, six regu- 
lar 71-inch presses and one Mammoth special press. 

With the tremendous amount of floor and storage space at its 
disposal, with the most modern machinery to be had, the capacity 
of the plant will be 450 tons. daily, said to be the largest of any 
similar plant in the country. The company handles over forty 
grades of waste paper and in its new plant it will be one of the 
big sources of supply for the paper trade. 


Empire Paper Co. Twenty-five Years Old 

The Empire Paper Company, dealer in paper at 725 S. Wells 
street, recently celebrated its twenty-fifth anniversary. The com- 
pany was founded just twenty-five years ago. The first location 
was at 177 W. Monroe street, in -the old paper district of the 
city, where the J. W. Butler Paper Company, Bradner, Smith 
& Co., James White Paper Company, and many of the old-time 
concerns are still located. Joseph. Joyce is given the credit for 
the founding of the Empire Paper, Company. He specialized in 
‘the jobbing. of fine papers, He-had practically grown up in the

The committee requests that members of the industry plan- 
ning to attend these conferences and having questions to ask 
bring questions with them in typewritten form. This will be 
of great help to Mr. Surface and the member of the committee 
in the first day’s discussion. In fact, it would assist greatly if 
typewritten questions could be sent by mail to H. E. Surface in 
care of the hotel in which the conference will be held. 

The committee wishes ‘to emphasize that all men in the in- 
dustry, whether members of the American Paper and Pulp As- 
sociation or not, are expected at these conferences. 


House Favorably Reports Underwood Resolution 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Wasuincton, D. C., May 4, 1920.—At a meeting on Saturday, 
the Foreign Affairs Committee of the House ordered favorably 
reported out with slight amendments, the Underwood resolution 
calling for the appointment of a commission to take up the pulp 
wood situation with the provincial governments of Canada. While 
the amendments suggested by the committee are not yet available 
it is understood that one of them sets a definite date on which 
the report is to be made. Another orders the report to be made 
to the President instead of to Congress, while a third changes 
some of the phrasing in the resolution as it passed the Senate.

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ALASKAN FORESTS PROMISE 
PAPER SHORTAGE RELIEF 


Secretary of Agriculture Calls Attention to Favorable Situation 
for the Establishment of Paper Mills in the Territory and 
Offers Compensation by Making Available National For- 
est Pulpwood on Terms that Will Provide a Satisfactory 
Operating Basis—Secretary Says that Alaska Is Destined 
to Become a Second Norway—Government Aims to 


Develop Alaska—Will Supply Critical Needs. 


[FRoM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Wasuincton, D. C., May 4, 1920.—Secretary of Agriculture 
Meredith is convinced that there is a large opportunity for the 
Department of Agriculture to assist in the economic upbuilding 
of Alaska. As one means to this end, he is calling attention to 
the favorable situation for the establishment of paper mills in the 
territory and offering cooperation by making available national 
forest pulpwood on terms that will provide a satisfactory operat- 
ing basis. 

The Secretary believes that the development of the forest and 
hydro-electric resources of Alaska is a practical means of in- 
creasing the supplies of news print available for the United States 
and there eventually lessening the paper shortage, now so acute. 
The National Forests of Alaska probably contain 100,000,000 cords 
of timber suitable for the manufacture of news print and other 
grades of paper. Under careful management, these forests can 
produce 2,000,000 cords of pulpwood annually for all time, or 
enough to manufacture one-third of the pulp products now con- 
sumed in the United States. 

The Alaskan forests, according to Secretary Meredith, also 
contain the second chief essential of a paper-manufacturing in- 
dustry—water power. While no accurate survey of water powers 
has been made, known projects have a possible development of 
100,000 horsepower ; and the department estimates that a complete 
exploration of the national forests in southern Alaska. will in- 
crease their potential power to a quarter of a. million. 


High Prices Should Stimulate Development 


According to the Secretary, the chief drawbacks which have 
prevented paper making in Alaska hitherto have been the large 
investments required for new plants, inaccessibility and lack of 
development in Alaska, and the transportation charges to con- 
suming regions in the Central and Eastern States. The Secre- 
tary expresses the belief, however, that these obstacles are more 
than offset by the present acute demand and high prices for all 
grades of paper, and that the near future should witness a move- 
ment of the paper industry into southeastern Alaska. 

“Alaska,” said Secretary Meredith, “is destined to become .a 
second Norway. With her enormous forests of rapidly growing 
species suitable for pulp, her water power, and her tidewater ship- 
ment of manufactured products, Alaska will undoubtedly become 
one of the principal paper sources of the United States. A sub- 
stantial development of ‘the paper industry in this wonderful 
region, combined with the intelligent reforestation of pulp lands in 
the older regions, should settle forever the question of a paper 
shortage in the United States.” 


Department Offers Timber Contracts 

Secretary Meredith also announced that, to encourage a paper 
industry in Alaska, national forest timber will be offered for large 
installations under mutually favorable terms. The department is 
prepared to contract sufficient stumpage to supply paper mills for 
thirty years. The timber will be paid for from month to month 
as it is cut, obviating the necessity for large investments in raw 
material. 
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The initial prices, based ‘upon current timber values in Alaska, 
are sufficiently low to make the cost of pulpwood stumpage a 
relatively negligible factor to the manufacturer. On several areas 
which have been appraised, the spruce timber is priced at 50 cents 
a cord an dthe hemlock timber at 25 cents. These: rates will 
apply during the first five years following the installation of the 
plant. Thereafter prices will be readjusted at five-year intervals 
if current timber values in. Alaska warrant, but with equitable 
provisions regarding maximum rates which, in no event, will be 
exceeded during the earlier portion of the contract. 

“The Government owes it to Alaska to develop its resources 
and foster its economic growth,” said Secretary Meredith, “and, 
at the present juncture, the opening up of the forests of Alaska 
for the development of the paper industry will supply one of 
the most critical economic needs of the United States to the 
profit and service of both Alaska and the people of the several 
States without in any way sacrificing or interfering with the pur- 
poses for which the forests were established. 


To Resume Paper Courses at Syracuse 

Syracuse, N. Y., May 3, 1920.—After long negotiations, de- 
layed so long that it was necessary to abandon the short course 
in paper and pulp making announced for this year, the New York 
State College of Forestry has secured a paper chemist to take up 
the technical work of the paper and pulp making courses in the 
college. The college has a well equipped paper and pulp labora- 
tory, with semi-commercial type of machinery, and the first task 
will be to put the equipment in shape for the regular paper 
courses which were not given as anticipated this year. The new 
faculty member is C. Earl Libby, who comes as assistant pro- 
fessor: of paper’ and pulp chemistry, on the staff of the Depart- 
ment of Forest Chemistry. 

The short course was announced several months ago in the 
belief that it would be possible to get before March 1 a suitable 
man for the instructional work. As fast, however, as a man was 
secured, the industry would raise the salary of the candidate to 
such a point that the State College of Forestry could not com- 
pete, but at Jast it was possible to secure Professor Libby, who 
has been. one of the first men approached.; The paper industry 
was appealed to by the college in the plea that it would assist the 
industry to make it possible for a good man to give courses in 
technical paper making, and Professor Libby’s earlier refusal to 
come was later changed, so that he could take up his new duties 
March 1. 

Professor Libby received the degree of B..S. in chemical engi- 
neering from the University of Maine, in 1916, specializing in the 
work of its paper and pulp school. He served as chemist in 
charge of the paper testing laboratory of the R. A. Pettingill Com- 
pany, Industrial Engineers of Chicago. For the period of the 
war, Professor Libby served as research chemist in the Aetna 
Explosives Company, directing part of the research work in 
cellulose and its nitration. Professor Libby, prior to coming to 
the college, was employed by the Bayless Manufacturing Cor- 
poration as chief chemist. 


Charles F. Briggs Retiring from Business 

PittspurGH, Pa., May 3, 1920.—Charles F. Briggs, trading as 
the Charles F. Briggs Paper Company, is retiring from the 
business he has been engaged in during the past few years. In 
an announcement to the trade, Mr. Briggs says: “After almost 
thirty years of continuously in the paper business, both manu- 
facturing and jobbing, it has not been easy for me to reach this 
decision, and thereby lose contact with the many friends it has 
been my pleasure to make during that time, but a condition of 
health makes it necessary for me to do so now, and spend the 
winter, at least, in a more congenial climate.”

Paper Matters at Atlantic City Meetings

“The government frequently has means at its command to 
facilitate and increase the supplies of materials available for 
production. It is urged, in all proper cases, to use such means. 
For example, a situation now exists in which its functions might 
be exercised toward the increase of supplies of paper from 
Canada, at a time when all branches of our great publishing 
industry are experiencing a serious shortage in a material that 
is essential for continuation of their operation.”

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Che Truth About News Print 


Mr. Paul Patterson, one of the publishers of the Baltimore Sun, 
stated only half a truth when he asserted at the Senate Committee 
Investigation at Washington last week that the recent news print 
paper shortage was caused by the lack of proper publicity and 
the lack of understanding which existed about three years ago 
between the news print manufacturers and the publishers. 

There was no lack of understanding on the part of the news 
print manufacturers and the publishers were altogether responsible 
for the really lamentable lack of proper publicity that obtained 
throughout the country regarding the critical situation that was 
approaching in the news print industry. 

Mr. George F. Steele, then secretary of the News Print Manu- 
facturers’ Association, on behalf of the news print manufacturers, 
labored incessantly to acquaint the publishers with the true con- 
dition of affairs, but the latter, because of their greed for cheap 
news print, were unwilling to listen to reason. As is well known 
in the industry, this was in keeping with the tactics pursued for 
many years past by the publishers when the question of news 
print prices arose. 

Mr. Steele, for the news print manufacturers, in his publicity 
matter plainly showed that numerous essentials of life were ad- 
but his 
efforts to convince the publishers that the paper manufacturers 


vancing much more radically than was news print, 


were only endeavoring to obtain advances that were reasonable 
were altogether unavailing. 

The publishers were blind to reason; the news print manu- 
facturers were heartless profiteers, they asserted so persistently, 
that several departments of the Government finally became inter- 
ested in the situation and, as a result, news print prices, in place 
of being determined according to the natural economic law of 
supply and demand, were unnaturally depressed by Government 
interference. 

The action then taken was not beneficial to the news print 
industry, and as the publishers, judging from Mr. Patterson’s 
testimony, now apparently see, this action also did not result in 
any permanent benefit to the newspaper business. A high Govern- 
ment official then connected with the investigation of the news 
print industry, after resigning his position, is said to have re- 
marked that the Government investigation of news print had, to 
his knowledge, diverted some five or six million dollars from 
being invested in new news print plants in this country. 

The aggregate sum caused indirectly not to be invested in the 
erection of new American news print mills by the unfair charges 
of the news print publishers was, undoubtedly, very much larger 
than the sum mentioned. When it is contemplated how badly 
the news print that these mills might be turning out just now is 
needed, the experience of three years ago certainly should in the 
future cause the publishers to endeavor to better understand the 


news print manufacturers and to remember that cheap news print 
paper, at. any cost, may not, in the long run, be the best policy 
to pursue. 


Pulywood Exports Decreasing 
the 
on the pulpwood controversy which is agitating 
Washington is furnished by the Canadian 
February, which show that the exports of pulpwood from Canada 
to the United States during that month were reduced to 52,351 
cords, valued at $539,429, or considerably less than one-half the 
quantity exported in February 1919, which amounted to 145,747 
cords valued at $1,411,100. 

The trade returns show that exports of pulpwood have been 
gradually diminishing for many months, the total for the first 
eleven months of the current fiscal year amounting to 790,828 
cords, valued at $7,956,819, against 1,449,117 cords, valued at 
$13,978,457 for the corresponding period of 1919, and 943,646 cords, 
valued at $7,778,750 in 1918. 

The for the month of 
February show an increase of $2,226,054 over February of last 
year, the exports for the former year amounting to $9,391,927, as 
compared with $7,165,873 for the latter. The exports of paper and 
manufacture of paper for February of the current year amounted 
to $6,304,388, as compared with $5,031,624 for February 1919. 
The export of chemical pulp for February of this year amounted 
to $2,615,156, as compared with $1,916,828 for February a year

Pulp and paper exports for the first eleven months of the 
fiscal year amounted in value to $92,968,105, a gain of $118,398,985 
over 1919 and of $37,013,337 over 1918. 

The exports of paper and manufacture of paper for the eleven 
months ending with February amounted to $56,022,212, as com- 
pared with $42,130,787 for the same period in 1919 and $32,844,643 
in 1918. The exports of chemical pulp for the eleven months 
ending with February amounted to $29,124,782, as compared with 
$28,184,972 for the same period in 1919 and $17,223,731 in 1918. 
The exports of mechanical pulp for the eleven months ending 
with February amounted to $7,821,111, as compared with $4,253,361 
for the same period in 1919 and $5,886,394 in 1918. 


Paper Mill Wages tucreasing 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics of the Department of Labor 
has received reports from 53 paper mills showing the employment 
in these factories for the months of March, 1919 and 1920, and 
also comparing the pay rolls in these two months in these estab- 
lishments. According to the figures of the Bureau there were 
23,976 persons employed in March, 1919, as compared with 26,625 
employed in March, 1920, which is an increase of 11 per cent. 
The pay rolls in March, 1919, amounted to $527,995, while in 
March, 1920, the pay rolls in these establishments amounted to 

$724,623, showing a considerable increase of 37.2 per cent. 
The Bureau has also compiled statistics showing the com- 
parison in employment and pay rolls in the months of February 
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and March of 1920. -According to the figures, based on reports 
received from 53 paper mills, there were 25,487 pérsons employed 
in February, 1920, in these factories, and in March of the same 
year there were 26,625 persons employed, or an increase of 4.5 
per cent. The pay rolls of these establishments showed a slight 
increase also, from $679,368 in February, 1920, to $724,623 in 
March, 1920, which is an increase of 6.7 per cent. 


For Equitable Distribution of News Print 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

WasuHincton, D. C., May 4, 1920.—Representative Barkley, 
of Kentucky, has introduced a bill in the House “to amend the 
War Finance Corporation Act by authorizing said corporation 
to purchase news print paper and resell the same to publishers 
of newspapers in the United States.” The bill, which has been 
referred to the House Committee on Appropriations, is as fol- 
lows: That the War Finance Corporation Act, approved April 
5, 1918, be, and the same is hereby, amended by adding a new 
section to Title I thereof, to be known as section 22, and to read 
as follows: 

“Sec. 22. That for the purpose of securing a more equitable 
and economical distribution of news print paper among the news- 
papers and the publishers of newspaers in the United States, the 
corporation is hereby authorized and directed to purchase from 
the manufacturers of print paper, in the United States or else- 
where, or from other persons or concerns having news print 
paper for sale in quantities, sufficient amounts and quantities of 
such paper to insure a fair and equitable distribution thereof to 
newspaper publishers throughout the United States. 

“It shall be the duty of the corporation under the authority 
herein conferred to negotiate with manufacturers or others for 
the purchase of news print paper at reasonable prices, under such 
regulations as the corporation shall establish, and to resell the 
same to publishers of newspapers in the United States at prices 
not exceeding the cost of the paper to the corporation plus a 
reasonable amount to reimburse it for the actual expenses inci- 
dent to the conduct of the transaction. 

“Such sales by the corporation to individual publishers shall 
be in such quantities as will meet their reasonable requirements 
as nearly as may be practicable, and upon such terms and subject 
to such regulations as the corporation shall establish. 

“Tn making such sales of paper to publishers as aforesaid 
preference shall be given to such as are unable to secure con- 
tracts with manufacturers or others for a supply of paper at 
reasonable prices, and in order to carry out the provisions of 
this section the corporation is authorized to employ such clerical 
and other assistants and agents as may be necessary in the pur- 
chase and sale of paper as herein provided. 

“There is hereby appropriated, out of any money in Treasury 
not otherwise appropriated, the sum of $25,000,000 as a revolving 
fund for the purpose of enabling the corporation to carry out the 
provisions of this section. 

“The corporation shall make a report to Congress on the first 
day of each regular session of all its transactions under this 
section.” 


Big Demand for Trained Foresters 


Syracuse, N. Y., May 3, 1920—America’s realization of the 
urgent need for more forested land and a better utilization of 
the products of the forest has been demonstrated this year as 
never before by the call for trained foresters made upon the 
New York State College of Forestry at Syracuse. 

This year’s senior class numbers 26 men, some of whom re- 
turned from the army for the completion of their college work, 
men who are now available for professional work. In addition 
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there are 24 juniors, who according to the custom of the college 
are required to take five months of practical work from May to 
October to be permitted to take their senior class work in the fall. 

To care for these 52 men, the college has received calls from 
governmental and private concerns for over 300 men. There are 
so many calls for trained men that the graduates and juniors 
are not forced to decide quickly, but are able to make a selection 
of the best offers which are made. This 300 men demand is in 
addition to calls for untrained men for general woods work. 

Though commencement is still six weeks distant, many of the 
men are now being placed. 

These placings are in addition to the men of the lower classes 
who are being helped to find practical work for their summer 
vacation, for the college believes and urges a maximum amount 
of practical training during four years of college work. 


Good Safety Record by Inland Empire Paper Co. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

SPOKANE, Wash., May 1, 1920—The Inland Empire Paper 
Company has been awarded distinguished recognition for safety 
work by the Washington State Safety and Medical Aid board. 
Effective May 1, the pulp and paper industry of Washington 
was placed in class E, the highest priced class under the Wash- 
ington medical aid law. Notice was given to W. G. McNaughton, 
manager of the Inland Paper Company, however, that the local 
plant will be left in class B in recognition of its activities in 


‘ safety work and the resulting lower cost record of the establish- 


ment. 

All pulp and paper plants in the state were formerly in class 
B. Class E represents an increase of 100 per cent. over class 
B, in contributions to the state medical aid fund. 

Statistics compiled by the state safety board have revealed 
that accidents in the pulp and paper industry are costing the 
state medical aid funds the highest rate, which is 3 cents per 
day for every day or fraction thereof worked by each employee 
in the industry. There are five classes of industry under the 
medical aid law, the premiums of which are graduated from 1 
cent to 3 cents per man per day.

tising methods which had been so successfully used by the gov- 
ernment. They got, as Mr. Rogers expressed it, almost over- 
night results, and as a consequence they have continued, and will 
probably continue, their various successful advertising campaigns. 

Asked by Senator Reed of Missouri, the chairman of the com- 
mittee, for a remedy, Mr. Rogers said that he believed that the 
newspapers should be made to stay within the present print paper 
supply, and this, he pointed out, can actually be done. He said 
that he had done this with his own paper, that the number of 
pages had been cut down, that the advertising rates had been 
raised, and. that not only had his paper not felt any evil results, 
but the paper is actually making more money today than it ever 
did before. 

In view of the fact that the newspaper publishers do not seem 
able to get together on any kind of a voluntary reduction in paper 
consumption, Mr. Rogers said that he was now rather in favor 
of government regulation. He told the committee that there 
are some 25 to 30 of the largest daily papers which are the big- 
gest offenders as newsprint consumers. In this connection he 
pointed out that recently in a Sunday issue the Chicago Tribune 
used and actually boasted of the fact that they were using be- 
tween 200 and 300 tons of paper for the one issue for the one 
day, while as a matter of fact, Mr. Rogers said, this 200 to 300 
tons would supply all of the daily papers in the Dominion of 
Canada for three days. 

Mr. Rogers spoke at some length about the recent A. N. P. A. 
convention in New York, its talk about paper consumption and 
reduction, and the fact that no real results were obtained aside 
from a resolution which was passed. He told the committee that 
he knew most of the newsprint paper manufacturers in the 
United States and he did not especially blame them for the 
present price of print paper, but he blamed the publishers them- 
selves in large part, with considerable blame going to paper 
brokers and speculators. 

He advocated before the committee the taxing of advertising, 
which he contended would cut down some of the larger adver- 
tisements, thereby saving paper. He did not believe, he said, that 
it would be wise for the government to limit the price of print 
paper, because this would have a tendency to stop any increased 
production, and increased production is badly needed. He said 
that the cutting down of the size of the New York Globe had con- 
siderably increased its efficiency, as well as having made more 
money for the paper. He suggested that the committee should 
make a survey of the paper used by the publishers throughout the 
country by means of a questionnaire. He also told the commit- 
tee that he believed there is a great deal of paper hoarded in the 
United States, not only by brokers and speculators, but also by 
publishers themselves. 

Among others who appeared before the committee on Monday 
were F. St. John Richards, of the St. Louis Globe Democrat, 
M. J. McCone of the Buffalo Commercial, R. S. Kellogg, Secre- 
tary of the News Print Service Bureau, and others. 

Paper Brokers Examined 

Profits made by brokers in the sale of print paper especially to 
small newspapers were inquired into Tuesday by the Senate com- 
mittee investigating the paper shortage in executive session. Rep- 
resentatives of a number of brokerage firms in New York City 
and elsewhere were examined. 

It was said that the brokers denied that they had made exces- 
sive profits, contending that they had received profits of only 
from one-half to one cent a pound on the paper compared to 
three per cent. in normal times. Testimony also showed, accord- 
ing to one member of the committee, that the brokers usually 
obtained paper from small manufacturers who had formerly 


produced paper specialties but were attracted to the manufacture 
of print paper because of high prices. 

Members of the committee said after the hearing that while the 
testimony had shown cases of profiteering by some brokers, in 
their opinion brokers’ activities had not seriously affected the 
market prices but that the situation was largely due to the failure 
of production to meet increased demands, 

While the executive session was in progress a number of small 
publishers at a separate hearing conducted by Senator McNary, 
Republican, of Oregon, recommended acquisition by the Govern- 
ment of the surplus paper supply and its allocation to news- 
papers. 

William J. Paper of the Waterbury (Conn.) Republican, told 
the committee that about 100 publishers are to meet in Wash- 
ington on May 17 to form a league for coping with the paper 
situation. 


I. C. C. Rules Against Rate to Save Pulp Wood 

Paper manufacturers who have been interested in an appli- 
cation before the Interstate Commerce Commission for a 
favorable rate on metal shipping cases, which would result in 
the conservation of wood for pulp purposes, have learned 
that the commission has refused the freight rate asked for, 
thus making the use of metal containers impracticable. The 
decision followed by only a few days the introduction in Con- 
gress of the Underwood resolution calling attention to the 
fact that more than double the amount of wood used in paper 
manufacture is wasted annually in wooden boxes and paper 
containers. 

In its decision the Interstate Commerce Commission said: 

“We have had occasion to comment in other proceedings 
upon the waste brought about by loss and damage in transit, 
and the seriousness of this problem is increasing rather than 
diminishing. Anything that can be done to reduce such loss 
and damage is manifestly in the interest of carriers and public 
alike. Concessions in freight charges based upon the manner 
in which goods are packed or the containers which are used 
are not unlawful provided they are reasonably related to the 
advantages accruing to the carriers from the improved pack- 
ing or loading. 

“In the present instance, however, the evidence offered to 
show the character and extent of the advantages which the 
carriers would derive from the use of complainant’s container 
is largely speculative. This is necessarily so, since there has 
been little actual experience upon which to predicate more 
definite information, but it results in a record which offers no 
adequate foundation for the action upon our part which com- 
plainant seeks. Defendants (the carrier) do not concede that 
the benefits claimed would be realized in practice. It appears, 
also, that such reduction of loss and damage as might result 
from the use of the container would differ widely in the case 
of various commodities. Under the circumstances we are not 
justified in requiring the carriers to grant the concessions 
which are sought, or in undertaking to prescribe modified 
concessions.”

McDonald, Bedford Pulp and Paper Company; Allen Donaldson, 
Donaldson Paper Company, Harrisburg, and A. H. Nevius, vice- 
president and general manager of the Miami Paper Company, 
West Carrollton, Ohio. 

Reports that European paper mills, particularly those in France, 
are booked up for three years to come were brought to the city 
last week by Sidney J. Burgoyne, who returned after a seven 
weeks’ trip abroad. He is a personal friends of P. Douvet, the 
largest paper man in France. 

News of the Miami Valley Trade 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, May 3, 1920.—Expansion in the paper trade was 
in evidence this week when announcement was made by several 
firms of an increase in capital stock and a contemplated broaden- 
ing of business activities. 

At Middletown, the Advance Bag. Company is preparing for 
greater things in an industrial way. Application was made to 
Secretary of State Graves at Columbus for an increase in capital 
from $400,000 to $1,100,000. The company now has $300,000 of 
common stock and $100,000 of preferred stock. It is understood 
that the amount of preferred will not be increased. Usually an 
increase of common stock is an indication ‘of a healthy state of 
business and it is certain that the Advance. Bag Company is 
enjoying the greatest prosperity in its history. 

In Dayton the Monarch Tag Company ‘today changed its name 
to the Monarch Marking Systems’ Company and increased its 
capital to $500,000, of which $215,000 has been issued. Fred 
Kohnle, who established the business in this city, subsequently 
removed it to Chicago and finally returned the business to Dayton, 
thus comes in control of the factory, purchasing the interests of 
Theodore Meuche and other stockholders. He will have associated 
with him his two sons, one as superintendent and the other as 
purchasing agent. The company is enlarging its modern plant 
on Torrence street by adding a story and a complete addition. The 
mill site is one of the most attractive in Dayton, there being an 
ample lawn surrounding the buildings with shrubbery and trees. 

On the application of Paul V. Connolly, trustee in bankruptcy 
of the Miami Valley Tissue Mills Company, the Franklin concern 
which has been in the bankruptcy court, United States Judge 
Peck has granted an extension until May 8, within which the 
trustee may file his petition in the United States Court of Appeals 
to revise the order of Judge Peck denying the trustee’s appli- 
cation to stay foreclosure proceedings in the Warren County 
Court of Common Pleas instituted by the Srere Pulp & Paper 
Company. The latter concern also is located at Franklin. 

Yesterday afternoon the papermakers held a meeting at their 
hall to consider the local situation, it is understood. It was re- 
ported at the meeting, according to statements, that the manager 
of a local paper mill had flatly refused to meet a committee in 
his employ “because they belong to the union.” It was stated 
further that the manager stated emphatically he would not rec- 
ognize a union committee. Sunday’s special meeting is said to 
have been given over to consideration of conditions at the mill. 

At a meeting of the Board of Trustees of the United Brethren 
Publishing House, one of the largest consumers of paper in the 
country, a report was submitted by W. R. Funk, agent, showing 
a net profit of $77,000 during the past year, at the Dayton plant 
of this denominational organization. The total invoice of property 
including the office building at Fourth and Main streets and the 
publishing plant on West Fifth street, was $1,462,000, the net 
gain in assets in twelve months amounting to $64,430. 

Agent Funk’s report showed that the so-termed system of 
industrial democracy, inaugurated in the printing house, has 
proved successful. Thus the employees, following a plan similar 
to that prevailing in the official branches of the U. S. Government, 
control the workings of the plant.

Resigns As Head of Commerce Bureau 
[FRoM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D..C.,- May 4, 1920.—Philip B. Kennedy, Director 
of the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, has resigned 
his position, effective July 1, to become vice-president of the 
First Federal Foreign Banking Association, recently organized 
in New York under the Edge Law. 

Mr. Kennedy has been with the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce four and a half years, entering the service as 
Commercial Attache to Melbourne. Having rendered exception- 
ally satisfactory service in Australia during a very trying period, 
he was promoted to the position of Commercial Attache to the 
American Embassy in London, which post he filled for two years 
previous to his appointment as Director about a year ago. Be- 
fore leaving he will complete the extensive reorganization of the 
Bureau which he recently initiated. 

Before entering the service of the Bureau, Mr. Kennedy was 
director of the day division of the school of commerce of New 
York University. He had also been assistant in economics at 
Harvard and at one time carried out an investigation of free 
ports in Europe for the Merchants’ Association of New York. 
He was educated at Beloit, Occidental College and Harvard. 


Resigns from Government Printing Office 
Edward S. Moores, purchasing agent for the Government Print- 
ing Office, Washington, D. C., resigned his position May 1. 


He entered the government service in 1898, and since that time 
he has been the assistant inspector, chief inspector and then pur- 
chasing agent. About fourteen years ago he organized the 
purchasing division of the Government Printing Office and has 
been in charge ever since. When he first took charge the expen- 
ditures were between two and three million dollars. Last year’s 
expenditures amounted to about thirteen million dollars, a large 
part of which was for paper. 

Mr. Moores, who is a lawyer by profession, has been designated 
as legal advisor to different public printers in Washington, D. C., 
and in that capacity he has been instrumental in getting important 
decisions for government employees and for the government. 

During his tenure of office, Mr. Moores has made a close 
study of the manufacture of paper and has become well informed

on mechanical and technical problems relating to the printing and 
binding industry. 

From now on Mr. Moores will be associated with the manage- 
ment of the Mathers-Lamm Paper Company in the selling and 
distribution divisions. 

Mr. Moores has a large circle of acquaintances among paper 
manufacturers, and they will undoubtedly be pleased to learn of 
his new corinections. 

In an interview with a reporter for the PAPER TRADE JOURNAL at 
the Hotel Pennsylvania, Mr.. Moores said, “Although the man- 
ufacturers have cooperated in every way possible, the government 
is running very close on paper; and I intend helping as much as 
I can, even though I have officially severed my connections with 
the Government Printing Office.” 


To Raft Pulpwood Across Superior 


Preparations are being made to raft 30,000 cords of pulpwood 
across Lake Superior from Nipigon Bay to Ashland for the Pulp 
Wood Company of Appleton this season. This raft will probably 
be the last from a large tract on which the Pulp Wood Company 
has been operating for several years. The John Schroeder Lum- 
ber Company of Ashland will have charge of the work. 

Hundreds of rafts have been taken across the lake in the last 
ten years and only two rafts were lost. Last year 6,000 cords 
of wood was scattered in a storm but much of it was later sal- 
vaged. Protection is afforded by the Apostle Islands which ex- 
tends fifty miles into the lake, two-thirds of the distance between 
Nipigon Bay and Ashland. Last year 37,000 cords of wood were 
taken across the lake by raft.

machine equipped with 12 dryers as well as two beaters, one 
Jordan engine, and a stack of calenders, expects to begin the 
manufacture of Bogus wrapping paper entirely from old paper 
stock within the next few months. The Red River Paper Mills 
will be the first industry of its kind in the prairie provinces and 
will provide a ready market for the waste paper of Winnipeg 
and other western cities. 

An order has been granted at Osgoode Hall, Toronto, wind- 
ing up the Modern Paper Box Company, of Guelph, Ont. The 
assets of the company are placed at $93,000 and the liabilities 
at $110,000. 

E. Roy Sales, manager of the Canadian Weekly Publishers 
Association, will shortly occupy new offices in the Manning 
Chambers, Queen St. west., Toronto. The association now has 
a membership of over 300 rural publishers, which is the largest 
on record, and an agitation has been started to raise the sub- 
scription price of all weekly journals to two dollars per year 
owing to the rapid advances in the price of news print, wages 
and other growing expenditures which the country newspaper 
owner has to face. 

The Kinleith Paper Mills, St. Catharines, Ont., have begun the 
erection of a 60 foot addition to their machine room at a cost of 
about $40,000. W. J. Trimble of Toronto has the contract. It is 
the intention of the company to add several more dryers to the 
larger paper machine which is 96 inches wide. This will con- 
siderably increase the capacity of the plant which is very busy. 

E. R. Heyland of the Thompson & Heyland Lumber Company, 
Toronto, large purchaser of pulpwood in Ontario, spent a few 
days last week in New York on business. Mr. Heyland is of 
the opinion that but little effort is being made to conserve news 
print and says a recent Sunday edition of one of the more con- 


servative papers contained no less than 252 pages and that pub- 
lishers are sending out trucks for many miles to bring in all 
the rolls possible and deliver them at the various offices. 

G. A. Howell, Toronto, who is well known in pulp and paper 
circles, has been elected honorary president of the Young Men’s 
Club of the Toronto, Board of Trade. 

All the paper mills in Thorold, Merritton and St. Catharines, 
which draw their power from the old Welland Canal, were closed 
down during the past week owing to repairs being made to lock 
No. 17 which necessitated letting the water out of the canal. The 
mills took advantage of the occasion to make several needed 
repairs and give their plants a thorough overhauling. 

The new finishing room of the coated paper plant of the 
Provincial Paper Mills, of Georgetown, is now in use. The 
extension is 80 x 90 feet, two stories high and is equipped with 
three trimmers. The new color department is also complete 
and will be in use as soon as several color tanks, which have 
been ordered, arrive. The mill has been working two shifts for 
some months in order to catch up with the business in hand but 
is still several weeks behind in deliveries. 

The new store room of the Montrose mill at Thorold, of the 
Provincial Paper Mills, which will be used for the storage of 
raw materials, is well on the way to completion. The structure 
is 136 x 50 feet, of brick and reinforced concrete. 

At a recent meeting of the Peterborough, Ont., branch of 
the Engineering Institute, an interesting and instructive address 
was delivered by P. Westbye on the history of papermaking, 
with special reference to the development of the industry in 
Canada. Several reels of films loaned by the Federal govern- 
ment were shown illustrating the various processes. One of the 
views was that of centrifugal screens patented by Mr. Westbye.

Marked indications of improved traffic conditions have been 
seen during the past week. While it was only possible, pre- 
viously, to ship by rail to 230th street and 170th street, ship- 
ments are now carried as far downtown as Sixtieth street. 
Transportation conditions, at present, are far from normal, 
and no one pretends even to guess when they will be normal 
again, but the trade appears to be very optimistic and it is 
predicted that freight difficulties will be greatly alleviated, within 
the next three or four weeks. The “price prevailing at time 
of shipment” contract seems to be more or less prevalent 
throughout the trade, 

After the publicity the news print inquiry at Washington 
received, nothing short of platitudes can be expressed con- 
cerning this market. The demand is strong and the supply 
of news print falls very short of meeting the consumers’ re- 
quirements. Last week practically none was to be had. 

The freight situation continues to have a retarding influence 
in the book paper market. Stocks of this paper are practically 
run out, and consequently: there is a large general scarcity, 
while the demand for last week was stronger than the pre- 
ceding week. ; 

At Holyoke, an embargo on all freight is still the order of 
the day, and this naturally affects the supply in the New York 
market, which is far behind the very strong demand. Some 
shtpments are being made by motor truck, and this will lessen 
the tension a little until the embargo is raised. The prices 
are strong and have an upward trend. 

The scarcity of tissues seems to be worse. Carloads are at 
sidings waiting for entry to the city when traffic conditions 
permit, but they cannot be used to relieve the present shortage. 
The demand is good and the mills have nothing to offer ex- 
cept at prohibitive prices. -No imminent.drop in prices is an- 
ticipated, and the outlook for this year seems to be very good. 

The supply of boards is still very low. No immediate relief 
is in sight, but a little easing up of the situation is expected 
in a few weeks. . All kinds of boards are in as great a demand 
as ever and much greater than the supply. Prices in this 
commodity are holding firmly. Most of the orders taken are 
without any guaranteee of delivery and with prevailing prices 
at time of shipping to govern. This seems to be the only ad- 
visable way, and the consumers show a greater desire to co- 
operate now, realizing that in the event of lower prices they 
will benefit. 

The demand for wrapping paper remains good, with a mild 
tendency in a few lines toward a retrenchment in buying. 
The market is firm with very few mills quoting. Some ton- 
nage can be secured at open prices, while the jobbers are less 
inclined to book tonnage on this basis unless they are able 
to dispose of it on the same basis. There seems to be more 
of a conservative feeling among the jobbers, in anticipation 
of a resumption of firm prices. The supply is low with vir- 
tually no goods coming in. 

Mechanical Pulp 

Ground wood has risen to $100@$105, but the chances are 
that prices will be easier during the months of May and June. 
However, if these months pass without the expected easing in 
prices, then the present high level will probably be maintained. 
There is a limited supply to meet the continued good demand 
at present. 

Chemical Pulp 

Prices in this market continue their upward trend. Only 
about 18 per cent of the Swedish and Norwegian output of 
sulphite is unsold and remains for fall shipment. This seems 


to be an indication that sulphite prices will stay up for months 
to come. 

Kraft is being used more now than it has for some time. 
Large quantities of kraft have been taken by Swedish and 
Norwegian paper mills that never bought this kind of pulp 
before. Swedish mills will only make enough kraft to take 
care of the poorer grades of wood. Prices in this product 
are expected to rise further. 

It is reported that European buyers are making their pur- 
chases already for 1921, and in a few cases for 1922. 

Domestic and Foreign Rags 

The mills are showing more interest in buying and conse- 
quently the market in this commodity has a firmer tendency. 
It is reported that the collections of old rags are not what 
they should be, and this affects the accumulations and in turn 
the supply, for rags are not offered as freely as they were. 

The quotations in foreign rags are generally too high to 
permit of much business. Where the prices are more in line, 
rags are being imported and have a fair demand in some 
quarters for the mills. here. 

Old Rope and Bagging 

The rope market is firm, with little change from the pre- 
ceding week. A continuance. of a good demand from the 
mills prevails. 

The demand from the mills for bagging is more or less 
spotty. It is reported that there are large accumulations. 

Waste Paper 

General conditions in. this market indicate a decided im- 
provement. The mills are showing a marked interest in 
waste papers, which resulted in an upward trend of prices. 
Aithough the railroad situation has improved, the supply of 
old cuttings, newspapers and magazines has been affected by 
the forced suspension of operations of numerous binderies 
and publications due to the strike. 


“The Way to Increase Production.” 


“The Way to Increase Production” is the title of a new booklet 
just issued by the du Pont Chemical Company giving some facts 
in regard to its gigantic sale of war surplus material. Although 
the book is by no means complete as an inventory of the material 
on hand, it nevertheless does give an idea of the mountains of 
supplies handled by this organization. 

The du Pont’ Chemical Company took over the supplies and 
equipment of the war plants of the du Pont Company, and some 
idea of the magnitude of the work involved can be had when it is 
considered that the inventories of the various plants developed 
something more than seventy thousand cards, consisting of from 
one to a dozen separate items. In all, it was found that there 
were more than five hundred thousand different items of material 
and equipment available for sale, and these include an enormous 
range of articles in daily use, covering a little of everything from 
pins to platinum. 

General machinery of all kinds is on hand, and there is also 
special machinery built for manufacturing purposes peculiar to 
the powder business but which can, in many instances, be mused 
in other industries with slight changes. 

The du Pont Chemical Company is now engaged in a national 
advertising campaign to sell these materials and the stocks are 
moving fast. The pamphlet ought to be a valuable handbook for 
buyers in every line in the present state of the market. 

German News Print Famine 

Lonpon, England, May 3.—The Daily Mail’s Berlin corre- 
spondent says news print in Germany today is eighteen times its 
pre-war cost. The German newspaper proprietors association 
meets in Dresden this week to consider the situation. It is held 
that the public can not be asked to pay more for papers.
